tion in Chicago one of the handsomest 
and most substantial churches in this 
country, and when completed 
will 


be a remarkble edifice. 
It will be en- 


tirely of briak masonry. Even the 
window frames in which the glass will 
be set, will be of briok. From floor to 
roof—outside and inside, walls and 
ceilings, casements and stairways, the 
visible and the invisible — will be 
vitrified clay, dependng on itself for 
support and decoration. 
The style of 


architecture is Komanesque and gothio, 
after the style of the twelfth 
and 


thirteenth centuries. The total length 
will be 210 feet; width 110 feet, with 
two towers 82 feet square at the bottom 
and 245 feet high from the side-walk. 
The body of the ohnroh proper inside 
will be 68 feet wide. 
In the erection 


of this ohnroh there will be no plaster, 
no stucco, no imitation 
marble, nor 


shams of any kind. Rev. Geo. D. 
Heldman, who is in charge, says: 
"That a building consecrated to the 
teachings of the eternal truth, should 
of itself be true," ani as good brick is 
one of the most durable things in 
nature or art, he will let it bear wit- 
ness to its own strength and beauty. 
The main entrance will be through six 
pair of doors into three large vesti- 
bules leading directly into the nave 
and side aisles. The nave will be en- 
tirely free from columns. 
The side 


aisles will extend all around the church 
and behind the high altar. The height 
of the nave will be 75 feet; width 40 
feet between the columns which divide 
it from the side aisles. 
The body of 


the church expands as the front is ap- 
proached. They have some buildings 
of this style in Europe, but nothing of 
the kind has ever been attempted in 
this country, and it will be watched 
with a great deal of interest by those 
interested in the construction of large 
buildings. 


In consequence of its being so novel, 


no brick suitable could be found in the 
market, and the builder had to have 
made to order the various shapes

bricks and moldings. Terra cotta will 
be used extensively, both inside and 
out, from the finials on the spires 
downward. 
White terra ootta figutes 


of religious subjects will decorate the 
interior. The altars, communion rail, 
front of organ loft and pulpit will all 
be of teira cotta. 


About 2,500,000 brick will be re- 


quired in its construction, of which 
about 500,000 will be of fancy mould- 
ings. The prevailing color of the briok 
will be light buff, with warmer colors 
for trimmings, running 
into 
dark 


brown. The body of the walls will be 
of light buff and yellow. 
The ribs of 


the arches and groins will be of molded 
bricks, the key-stones of terra-ootta. 
Not a foot of wood nor a yard of plas- 
ter will be used in the whole building. 
The brick casements will have groves 
into which the glass well be set and 
fixed with putty. The great amount 
of brick used in the construction of this 
remarkable building will be furnished 
by the Webster Fire Brick Oo,, of 
South Webster, thin county. The foun- 
dation for the buiilding is completed 
and several carloads of the straight 
brick have been shipped there, and they 
will begin ou the fancy brick as soon 
as they can be made, But this is slow 
and tedious work, as the molds with 
which to make the many shapes and 
styles have to be made. Simpson Bros , 
of the East End, have the contract for 
making these molds. This of itself is 
no small thing. It would take one 
man, and he an expert workman, one 
year to make them. Therefore the 
Simpsons have plenty of work ahead of 
them. Paul F. P Mueller, one of the 
architects, was here last Friday on an 
inspection trip to see that the molds 
were being properly made. 
He left 


feeling satisfied that th« Simpsons un- 
derstood their business. The blue print 
drawings of this building are now at 
the office of Simpson Bros., on Gallia 
street, East End.

ffO ULTIMATUM TV AS PRESENTED. 


There I* EverT ReaxoE to Believe That 


the South American Country Will Avoid 
Friction by Faying the $50,000 Award. 
Minister Bguigeren Gives the Peruvian 
Version of the Affair. 
.Washington, Sept. 
3. — Secretary 


Sherman and the new minister from 
Peru, Senor Eguiguren, had a confer- 
ence at the state department, the long 
pending case of Victor McCord being 
among the subjects considered. 


It has been stated recently that the 


United States had presented an ulti- 
matum to Peru demanding an imms- 
diate payment of ?50,000 in settlement 
of the 'McCord 
case. 
It is learned 


from official sources, however, that no 
ultimatum 
has 
been presented, al- 


though a courteous but firm note was 
addressed by Secretary 
Sherman to 


Peru urging that this long and irri- 
tating controversy be speedily closed. 


There Is good reason to believe that 


Peru's answer will be of such a nature 
as to do away with any chance of fric- 
"tion between the two Countries, and 
that a final adjustment will be made 
at an early day. 
At the same time 


Peru will mate it clear that any ad- 
justment is due to a desire to con- 
tinue the friendly relations long exist- 
ing between the two countries, and 
that the claim of McCord is not re- 
garded as a just one. 


Senor Epuigeren was seen at the 


Peruvian legation 
and 
consented to 


give Peru's fcide of the case. It differs 
Ir rauny respects from the statement 
made in connection with the so-cii'.ei 
ultimatum. 


In brief, it Is contended, first, that 


McCord was not, as claimed, a Un'ted 
States con ::u! at the time the alleged 
indignity to him occurred, but was su- 
perimtnt'er.r of the national railway 
of Peru and without any official con-' 
necllon vith the United States: sec- 
ond, that the fine and imprisonment 
Imposed on McCord were justified by 
the fact that his action during the rev- 
olution of 1885 led to the transporta- 
tion of a large body of armed troops 
from Mollendo to Arequipa, where a 
bloody conflict ensued, resulting In the 
death of a large number of people; 
third, that any grierance Mr. McCord 
may have was 
long ago settled in 


writing by Mr. Thorndike, his superior 
in the Peruvian railroad; and finally, 
that McCord is now himself a resident 
of Peru and is not desirous of having 
the United States urge the claim.

"the bronze soldier of Marathon." 
•which was presented by the governor 
of New York in 1S75, to be shot for 
annually by teams fi-om the nacionil 
guard of each state, the Georgians did 
brilliant work. 


" 'SHOWED' NO CONCERN. 


t-netgert Appeared to De Wholly Indif- 


ferent to H[» Wife'* Fate. 


Chicago, Sept. 3.—The indifference 


of Luetgert after his wife had disap- 
peared was the principal fact brought 
out against him. 


It was shown by the testimony of 


Police Captain Herman Schuettler that 
Luetgert did noc show any concern 
regarding 
his 
wife, and never took 


the trouble to ask the police whether 
they had found any trace ,of her or 
not. On one occasion he called at the 
police station to protest 
against an 


article in a daily paper saying that his 
flrsc wife had not died a natural death. 


The police at this time were drag- 


ring the river, poking into clay holes 
and patrolling the lake shore in the 
hope of finding some trace of the miss- 
ing woman, but Luetgert, after he had 
complained of the paper, left the sta- 
tion without even asking if the police 
had found any trace of his wife. 


When the police first became awa.-3 


of the disappearance of Mrs. Luetgert 
through her brother, they asked Luet- 
gert what theory he had regarding her 
disappearance, and he said that in ins 
opinion she had become insane and 
had wandered away from home.

Crowd at Fair Grounds. • 


At the fair grounds the thousands 


went early,in the day in order to re- 
ceive the presidential party when they 
came within the gates. The jam here 
was suffocating 
and 
really beyond 


comfort. People stood about so closely 
together that to move was almost im- 
possible, and yet in good nature, for 
jvery man knew 'bis neighbor was no 
better situated than himself. It was 
undoubtedly the largest number of 
people ever collected on the grounds at 
a single time, and the officials could 
give no correct estimate as to its sizo 
beyond

It was a day oE merrymaking and 


everyone was out to enjoy himself to 
the limit.
